properly in seeking information from the Argentine 
Embassy. 

The overall problem of human rights is one which 
the Department and our Embassy in Buenos Aires have 
discussed repeatedly with Argentine officials. The 
Argentine government is aware of the nature and level 
of concern which is being expressed in the United^ 
States C ongr ess and by private citizens, such as £ 

The United States does not furnish economic 
assistance to Argentina. We do supply military 
sales credits, which are loans repayable with inter- 
est. In addition, a small amount of grant training 
is provided. These programs provide ready access to 
the Argentine military and an opportunity to discuss 
human rights questions, which we do.
